H arry F. Sinclair, lessee of Teapot 
Dome, refused point blank to answ er 
any more questions put by the sen­ 
ate investigators, who certified the 
facts to the senate with a view’ to 
contempt proceedings. 
Will H. Hays, former chairman of 
tho republican 
national committee, 
testified that at his solicitation Sin­ 
clair had agreed to contribute $75,- 
000 to help wipe out the $1,600,000 
deficit of the com mittee after the 
1920 campaign. 
A subpoena was issued for Fred 
W. Upham of Chicago, trea su re r of 
the republican committee, requiring 
him to bring to W ashington all rec­ 
ords of the committee bearing on 
any and all campaign contributions 
received from Sinclair. 
After refusing to answer ten speci­ 
fic questions to put him on the wit­ 
ness stand Sinclair upon leaving the 
committee room issued an eight page 
statem ent 
in 
which 
he 
attacked 
Theodore and Archie Roosevelt and 
others who have testified before the 
committee. 
At the outset Hays denied a story 
th a t Sinclair had contributed 75,000 
shares of Sinclair oil stock to wipe 
out the republican committee deficit, 
characterizing it as being “as false 
in content as it is libelous in pur­ 
pose.” 
O ther high spots of his testimony 
w ere: 
T hat he and his brother Hinkle 
Hays had had a “purely personal” 
transaction iii bonds with Sinclair 
and th a t the committee was wel­ 
come to examine his private records 
of that transaction. 
That while he was postm aster gen­ 
eral in the Harding administration 
the law’ firm of Hays and Hays of 
Sullivan, Ind., of which his brother 
was a member, was counsel for Sin­ 
clair of Indiana. 
T h at no stock of any kind was 
used as security for loans to the re­ 
publican national committee, at least 
while he was chairman. 
T h at the naval oil leases never 
w’ere discussed at any meeting of the 
cabinet at which he was present.
